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COUHGIL PASSES BUCK 

Songhurst Resigns 


Most of the recent business of 
the AMS Executive Council and 
of the Representative Assembly 
has revolved around the contin- 
uing saga of Bob Higinbothara, 
bureaucrat frustrator par excel- 
lance, and boy Chancellor candi- 
date. 

The crunch came last week 
when Communications Director 
Michael J. O’Connor successfully 
moved that Higinbotham be for- 
ced to return to the AMS the 
$60 he was paid for editing the 
special election edition on the 
grounds that he fabricated two 
candidates and printed their plat- 
forms in that issue. 

In the ensuing debate Georgff 
Manning, Publications Director, 
suggested that electoral commit- 
tee chairman O’Connor be cen- 
sured for his incompetence in 
his failure to check on the vera- 
city of all the candidates. 

The debate proceeded and be- 
came progressively more acrimon- 
ious. O’Connor said Higinbotham 
had violated his trust in him. 
Drew Schroeder, Clubs Director 
said “I find Bob’s Hypocrisy 
• particularly disgusting consider- 
ing he has always posed as such 
a great champion of democracy. 
It’s not funny to laugh at people 
who have worked hard.” 

Peter Songhurst, Vice Presi- 
dent, said that Manning had the 
wrong attitude. “Outside it is a 
criminal offense to tamper with 
elections,” he said. “You’re a 


hypocrite Manning!” Songhurst 
added, making reference to an 
anonymous collection Manning 
had made by placing a cystic 
fibrosis can, (re-marked “Memor- 
ial Fund”) in the Student Council 
office a few weeks ago into 
which many good hearted stu- 
dent representatives made dona- 
tions. 

Manning countered that too 
many councillors were crying oy- 
er spilt milk and that the candi- 
dates simply should have been 
checked as to their existence. 

O’Connor’s motion was then 
passed. 

At this point Norm Wright 
passed the chair and took the 
floor (procedurally speaking). 
“This was nothing but a ven- 
geance . motion and it is ridicu- 
lous. I am very angry. I hope that 
someone moves to reconsider,” 
he said. 

The advocates of the motion 
then stated it was not a venge- 
ance motion. 

Higinbotham then stated, 
“This is total war. I shall not 
rest until the last capitalist is 
hung from the entrails of the 
last bureaucrat.” 

He then added, “I had no idea 
that this was a quasijudicial body 
I would like to thank you for 
giving me due process by listen- 
ing to my defence. You have 
restored my faith in democracy.” 

Michael J. O’Connor and 
Songhurst then moved to recon- 
sider the motion fining Higin- 


botham the $60. The motion 
passed. Then O’Connor moved to ! 
amend the original from $60 to 
$I because he said $60 would 
make Higinbotham a martyr. 

Higinbotham commented, 
“The price of martyrs has gone 
down. This is still a travesty. I 
felt bad once (see last weeks 
Martlet) but I don’t anymore.” 

“That’s fine Bob,” said O’Con- 
nor, “but this has happened be- 
fore.” 

“It’ll probably happen again,” 
said Higinbotham. 

Corey Smith, a guest, then 
spoke saying, “Higinbotham 
should be officially thanked for 
exposing a flaw in the machinery 
of democracy.” 

The $1 amendment then 
passed. 

Peter Songhurst then shocked 
the Executive Council by resign- 
from the AMS Vice Presidency. 
“I have been inspired to this by 
the graffitr in the can. I think 
the student council should change 
the attitude of its members and 
not the system. I hereby resign”. 

Higinbotham retorted, “One 
down, fourteen to go.” 

Last Sunday’s entire R.A. meet- 
ing was taken up debating as to 
whether Higinbotham’s summer 
resignation had ever been offic- 
ially ratified. Although the min- 
utes had been lost, SUB mana- 
ger, Dick Chudley, settled the 
issue by stating he was sure Bob 
had resigned.

At pr^ent, they are hoping 
to find headquarters for the 
Moratorium. In the meantime,

BRING A PILLOW

Easy Rider, just see what you have done 
Easy Rider, just see what you have done 
Well you made me love you 
Now your friend done come. 

Easy Rider, hear me callin' you 
Oh hear me callin' you. 

Though you're three times seven 
You know what you wanna do. 

Lead belly. 

The film really starts when Wyatt and Billy, astride two huge 
pronged machines, throw their watches down on the dirt road, and 
set ott in a cloud of dust. From here on there starts a lyrical and 
timeless voyage that takes the two along a series of slow meanders 
across the whole of the South-western United States, from L.A. to 
New Orleans and beyond. 

Movement is the essence of this film; not speed, but an inevitable, 
drifting motion which takes them easily from scene to scene. On a 
permanent high, with no downs, they remain on the outside looking 
in, at environments as different as a welcoming hippie commune and 
a hostile small town cafe. 

Clearly the two are s^archi^ng; partly tor their own identities, partly 
tor ''America'', and partly for an ideal— a solution to the chaos, ill- 
ogic and hatred around them. 

Paradoxically their movement is from West to East; Wyatt and 
Billy are new pioneers, deserting the West and hoping to find an 
answer in the East. The enemy is no longer the aboriginal native 
Indian, but the new aboriginal: the deputy cop, the small town 
sheriff, the poor white and the shotgun-carrying peasant. The 
"Grapes of Wrath" was a final attempt to create an American 
Epic on the "Covered Wagon" theme. Easy Rider is the first serious 
attempt to create a modern epic, seeing the huge corrupt panorama 
of present-day America through the eyes of two modern tolk-heros: 
turned on, cool, ironic and aware. 

It the film had existed on this level alone, it would have remained 
a beautifully filmed but biased travelogue. Instead the film exposes 
the ambiguities and problems inherent in any attempt to come to 
terms with the self or with the environment. 

For Wyatt and Billy the goal is clear: to drive from LA to New 
Orleans and see the Mardi Gras; but their experiences create only 
total disillusionment, and they proceed from innocence to bewild- 
erment. 

Early in the film they eat a meal with a simple farmer and his 
family. Somehow they do not fit; Billy crams food into his mouth 
as the family say grace. In this simple pious atmosphere they are 
obviously out of place; somewhere along the line they have become 
too complex or too corrupt to accept this apparently ideal answer. 

Immediately afterwards they run across a commune of city-bred 
hippies, clumsily trying to scrape a living from the soil, at the same 
time living a seemingly idyllic existence where sex and dope are as 
natural as breathing. 

Wyatt is tempted by this answer, but Billy impatientlyinsists that 
they move on. Before they leave they watch the members of the 
commune gather to pray for the success of their crops. Ironically, 
the scene reflects the earlier incident in the family circle, and as the 
camera pans round the ring of young, immature, tense faces, full of 
a desperate unexpressed hope that here, at last, is a refuge, we finally 
see the faces of Wyatt and Billy, much older, much less sure that this 
is the answer. 

They drive on; again the answer is too superficial, too pat, and 
above all, too easy. They continue the search. 

Busted tor holding an "illegal procession" in a small town, they 
find themselves in jail. Here they are sprung by a young lawyer, who 
although permanently drunk, is accepted by the establishment of the 
town; he elects to join them, and the two become three. 

From now on the tone of the film becomes progessively grimmer, 
as they penetrate deeper into the South, and encounter increasingly 
stubborn state of malicious ignorance and prejudice. A bull-necked 
yokel in a cate where they stop tor a meal leers across at their table 
and says "Ah saw two of them kissin they's worse'n niggers ...." 

This defines their whole situation: today's nigger is he who is dif- 
ferent, the outsider who presents an unknown threat to the estab- 
lished order. Like the original nigger he is irrationally hated and 
feared because the threat hepresents is fundamentally sexual, and 
his presence is an insult to the virility and the power of the white 
establishment; as the three leave the cate a crowd of girls follow 
them out, begging tor rides on the phallic bikes, stroking the leather 
jackets. Inside the cate the men sit, glowering; their loathing is com- 
pounded by envy, jealousy, and fear.

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1. And lo, it came to pass, in The Year Of The 
Fowl, that Uvicius turned his back on study, and 
joined the MacLaurenites in their polished con- 
crete caves, 

2. For he wished to learn their secret rites, and 
sought to become a practioner of the black art of 
teaching. 


3. But he was not long there when he began to sigh and to moan, for he found himself a stranger, cut 
off from the richness of books and the beauty of art, 

4. And he wished to return to the university, for he was tired in but a few weeks of the simplicities of 
Witchcraft and Psychology. 

5. But there was no solace, nor any place his discouraged heart could seek refuge from the meaningless 
motions of P.E., nor the ordered idiocy of mathematics.

8. For he knew, that though he might attain the highest position among the doctors of teaching, he 
would soon no longer have anything to teach.

Later that night the sleeping trio are attacked 
by faceless shadows wielding billy-clubs. Ironical- 
ly it is George, the total innocent who has come 
along for the fun, who is killed. 

He alone was bare-headed, having temporarily 
abandoned his football helmet, that mask of uni- 
versal conformity which sanctions any violence 
and corruption. 

But for Wyatt and Billy, George's death re- 
mains an outside event, it is meaningless, and by 
now typical. They are left alone to complete the 
final stage in their odyssey— to reach New Orleans 
and the Mardi Gras. 

Their goal turns into an LSD nightmare: to- 
gether with two prostitutes they drop four hits 
of acid they have carried with them from the hippie 
commune and saved for this climax to their jour 
ney. The trip is a bad one, in a beautiful sequence 


the film piles image on image, distortion on dis- 
tortion, to create the nearest thing to a drug ex- 
perience yet created by the cinema, making Blow 
Up look like a glue-sniffers day-dream. 

The greatest irony of the film is that they end 
their journey here; lying with two whores in a 
graveyard, in the arms of lifeless statues. Surr- 
ounded by Death. 

Riding out of New Orleans, Wyatt says to 
Billy; "We blew it". They have not found the 
essence, they fave discovered neither themselve 
or 'America'. Where now? 

Weaving aimlessly along a country road, 4 hey 
are overtaken by a truck. It draws level with Billy; 
jnside is a moron with a huge boil on his neck, 
holding a shotgun. 

Billy raises one finger in contempt: fuck off. 

And the journey is over.

It is a fact of AMS life that 
Budget Meetings are bad news.

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Vikings Blast Rounitballers

The University of Victoria can 
still boast of having the best col- 
lege soccer team in Western Can- 
ada. This fact was verified on the 
weekend by the accomplishments 
in Winnipeg, of UVic’s Vikings. 

Led by a steady barrage of 
goals from Keith Humphries and 
Russ Ball, the Vikings rolled to 
easy victories in their first two 
games before encountering any 
tough opposition. 

Their first game, against Sask- 
atoon University, ended up in a 
lopsided victory, 5-0, for the 
Vikings. Humphries scored two 
goals, and singles were added by 
Ball, Jindy Johl, and Dave Swan- 
son. 

Regina University proved lit- 
tle more opposition in Vikings’ 
second game on Saturday. Hum- 
phries again found the target 
twice as UVic ran up another 5-0 
score. Ball and Johl again scored 
angles and Mark Granlin rounded 
out the scoring with a goal. 

At the same time that the Vik- 
ings were running up their vic- 
tory string, Ldmonton Univer- 
sity was hammering out two im- 
pressive victories. The Alberta 
crew defeated Regina 3-0, and 
Saskatoon 5-1 to set the stage for 
a showdown between themselves 
and UVic. 

The two teams met on Satur- 
day night; for each team its third 
game in two days. The final score 
of 1-1 indicates the closeness of 
the play and the well-balanced 
abilities of the two clubs. Russ 


Ball scored UVic’s only goal. 

Because of the tied score, goal 
averages had to be used to decide 
who would play in the final game 
against University of Manitoba 
Bisons. UVic got the nod as they 
had scored 1 1 goals and had only 
one scored against them. 

So the Vikings were up against 
the Bisons, who had won their 
division of the tournament. They 
were the only team to defeat the 
Vikings in last year’s tournament 
which was won by UVic. The 
prairie team brashly predicted 
(shades of Joe Namath or Cassius 
Clay) that they would defeat U- 
Vic by a score of 3-0 to claim the 
W.C.I.A.A. crown. 

But the Vikings had other 
plans, among them taking home 
the beautiful new trophy put up 
for the tournament. Ironically, 
the game did end up 3-0, but it 
was UVic who was on the heavy 
end of the score, and who had 
won its second W.C.I.A.A. soccer 
championship in as many years. 

Keith Humphries drilled home 
his fifth goal of the tournament 
and Dave Swanson and John Pen- 
nington scored single goals for 
the Vikings in the final. 

UVic’s fine defensive record 
of only one goal scored against 
them in four games played pays 
tribute to the ability of goalie 
Dave Achurch and backs Tony 
Gage and Kevin Costain. In fact, 
good play by all members of the 
team led to the ultimate victory 
for the UVic squad.

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COLOMBO plan: TRAOE OR AlO

“As Canadians we must realize 
that international co-operation, 
particularly in the field of eco- 
nomic assistance, in order to 
remain effective must take on a 
new form. From the present 
pattern of commodity and food 
assistance, of gifts of manufact- 
ured goods and loans of money, 
we must, in response to the 
(economic needs of developing 
countries, turn more and more 
to preferential trade arrange- 
ments. The two United Nations 
(]onferences on Trade and De- 
velopment have made clear that 
economic aid, in order to be 
effective, must increasingly take 
the form of trade.” 

The Rt. Hon. Pierre Elliott 
Trudeau 

Edmonton, May 13, 1968. 

Most conferences follow pre- 
dictable patterns and most per- 
sons attending them are fairly 
predictable people. A reporter 
goes to some press liaison offi- 
cial and obtains an entry badge, 
the reporter then gathers all the 
releases and printed background 
information (these are called 
“Kits”). After carefully reading 
such information and bringing 
to focus whatever background 
knowledge he may possess, the 
reporter is then on his own to 
scrape up a story; this he does 
by directly contacting delegates 
or by any other devious means 
that come to mind. 

So it was for this writer at 
the Colombo Plan Conference at 
the Parliament Buildings in Vic- 
toria. 

My plan of attack was basic- 
ally simple. I decided to ask as 
many delegates as possible ex- 
actly what they thought of Prime 
Minister Trudeau’s statement 
quoted at the beginning of this 
article. I felt that if I could find 
out something concrete in rela- 


tion to the PM’s statement then 
perhaps other questions and ans- 
wers might begin to flow. . . 
THE TASK 

'I'he relationships between na- 
tions is the paramount concern 
of our times. Nowhere is this 
more evident than at the Colom- 
bo Plan Conference, except per- 
haps at the United Nations. The 
task is how to relate the under- 
developed nations to the devel- 
oped nations within a framework 
that will offer to the have-not 
peoples some realizable future 
hope which will enable them to 
transcend their grinding poverty 
and to provide the means for 
them to do something construc- 
tive about their rights of self- 
determination. This is the major 
problem confronting the plan- 
ners at the Colombo Plan Con- 
ference. 

Facile-minded students who 
look into this area of concern 
might be astounded to learn 
that there are no ready-made, 
facile solutions - so enormous 
and mind-boggling are the ram- 
ifications of the international 
problems facing the Colombo 
Plan. 

One tiny corner of the pro- 
blem, namely the Canadian Role 
in the Columbo Plan, is touched 
upon by the Secretary of State 
for External Affairs, Mitchell 
Sharp. In a recent speech to the 
Manufacturer’s Association in 
Toronto he outlined something 
of Canada’s revised thinking with 
respect to Foreign Aid. The li- 
beral tones inherent in the ex- 
cerpt clearly emphasizes a sensi- 
tive approach to a generation 
which is now in the formative 
stages of disenchantment and 
disillusionment: 

“I think that I have said 
enough to indicate that the state 
of the world of a quarter cen- 
tury from now is not irrelevant 


to how we allocate our resources 
today, and our patterns of ex- 
penditure in Canada testify to 
this. Foriegn aid is an allocation 
of today’s resources to affect 
precisely the same period of our 
lines that educational expendi- 
tures are designed to affect. In a 
real sense, therelore, the world 
of 25 years hence is the most 
relevant factor in the calculation 
of the allocation of our resources. 
It is the time that our ehildren 
and grandchildren will have to 
go into the world to make their 
living, and the time when most 
of us hope to enjoy the fruits 
of our labour over tbe preceding 
years. 

“We must ask then, “What 
kind of a world do we want to 
retire in? The answer to that 
double-barrelled question should 
be a determinant as we assess 
our rnot'''ation.s for foreign aid.’ ” 

That s the crux (if I mav be 
so bold as to say so) of the 
situation. Foreign Aid, f’oreign 
Aid, Foreign Aid — try and see 
these simple words for the first 
time. Do something in your mind 
with them! Then get it firmly 
established in your thinking that 
Foreign Aid is both a sacrifice 
and a gamble toward something 
positive that can be achieved 
only in our collective interna- 
tional futures. 

The immediate question , 
therefore, is precisly how the 
Columbo Plan will take shape 
in the next five years. The first 
week of the Conference in Vic- 
toria has been devoted to sorting 
out what has already been a- 
chieved by the Plan with consid- 
eration given to its effective- 
ness both administratively and 

in actuality (the two facits are 
not entirely congruent - un- 
fortunately). Moreover, this ‘sort- 
ing out’ process has been urged 


by Canada to "streamline” itself 
with respect to the committee 
procedures. 

The difficulty with the Cana- 
dian suggestion is that it takes 
about as much time and energy 
to settle how the committee 
procedures can be streamlined as 
it does to carry on as it bas been 
done in the past. On the one 
hand, procedural hangups, as any 
politically aware persons knows, 
are what hamper any organiza- 
tion, and an attempt to grapple 
with the problem as an end in 
itself is quite often the kiss of 
death to the organization. Yet, 
on the other hand, every socially 
alert person knows that proced- 
ural hassles are right where its 
all at, and must be solved if 
they become problematical. 

However, I started this article 
with my ‘basically simple ap- 
proach’ which was to ask as 
many delegates as possible what 
they thought of Mr. Trudeau’s 
statement that in response to 
the economic needs of develop- 
ing countries, we should turn 
mote and more to preferential 
trade arrangements . . . 

Every single delegate that 1 met 
agreed wholeheartedly that this 
was the next step to take in the 
Columbo Plan operation. A sin- 
gle qualification came from Mr. 
Seng Bun Korn, the Cambodian 
Director General of Planning, 
who said that the more developed 
countries would welcome prefer- 
ential trade arrangements but 
that the less developed countries 
would still require Aid. 

After I discovered that they 
all agreed with Prime Minister 
Trudeau’s statements, I knew 
that I had either hit upon the 
philosopher’s stone scoop of the 
year,orthat I completely bombed 
out on the task of reporting the 
key issues of the Columbo Plan 
Conference.
